DETAILED ACTION 



The amendment of 5/2003 is acknowledged. Claims 2-4, 6, 9, 1 1-14, 22-28 and 30-38 
have been canceled, rendering any rejections of these claims as moot. New claims 39-43 have 
been submitted; claims under consideration are 1, 5, 7-8, 10, 15-21, 29 and 39-43. 



The disclosure remains objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or 
other form of browser-executable code, (e.g., page 1 , line 29) Applicant is required to delete the 
embedded hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 608.01 . 
The Examiner has found other hyperlinks within the text: page 2, line 18, and page 4, line 18. 
Appropriate correction is required The amendment is noted; however, the format is such that 
many computers will still recognize the address as a hyperlink. 

The objection to the disclosure because of a blank in reference to a US application I 
withdrawn, based upon the amendment. 



Claims 20, and 42-42 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
The last word of claim 20 should presumably be "neuropathy"; 
claim 42, line 2, "neuophathy" should presumably be "neuropathy"; 
and claim 43, line 1, "select4ed" should presumably be "selected." 
Appropriate correction is required.
